PLASTIC BEDDING 


| am not a bench shooter but have 
tried for maximum accuracy in my sport- 
ing rifles by the use of plastic bedding 
although | have not tried the glue-in 
jobs. Over the years the basic principles 
of conventional bedding have been 
rather constant if one accepts the fact 
that some rifles may need some variation 
from the standard for best results. 

| would like to ask a question regard- 
ing the recoil lug. All previous informa- 
tion has stated that there should be no 
contact on the front, sides and bottom. 
Some recent information has indicated

that it should be bedded in full contact 
except for the bottom. | would appreci- 
ate your opinion. 

| plan to buy a 40X in 7mm in the near 
future. Is the glue-in type of bedding 
used in these factory stocks? 

The whole object of glass or plastic 
bedding is to make the stock and the ac- 
tion of the rifle assume the same rela- 
tionship for each shot. If the plastic 
shrinks when it sets there is usually no 
problem with contact on front and sides 
of the recoil lug. If it does not shrink the 
lug will be bound by friction and a return 
to the same relationship after each shot 


is unlikely. A lot depends on which 
epoxy is used and how it is applied. 

| cannot differentiate for you as my ex- 
periences with epoxy bedding is almost 
limited to glue-in jobs. A ‘“‘no-friction”’ 
contact between the action and stock is 
required with any type of bedding when 
the action or barrel is not glued in. 

Flexing of the action and barrel occurs 
on each shot. The recoil shoulder ac- 
tually moves a minute amount. Ex- 
cessive friction or pressure at the recoil 
shoulder will give verticals on the target. 

Glue-in type bedding is not used on 
the factory 7mm 40X.

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This month we feature the Remington 
Arms Company and their line of am- 
munition as our cover. Most of us are 
familiar with their benchrest oriented 
equipment and supplies and can find 
their products on our loading tables. 
They have recently added some new 
products for general type shooting and 
they sent me some samples for evalua- 
tion. We will look at them for you. 

The first item to catch my attention 
was the new loading for the 7mm Ex- 
press Remington. This new loading is an 
attempt to put some life back into the 
280 Remington which is a fine cartridge. 
Unfortunately it lost out, partially to the 
7mm Remington Magnum, and never 
caught on very well with the exception of 
some long range shooters, silhouette 
shooters and savy hunters who knew a 
good thing when they saw it. Now 
Remington has changed the name with 
hopes that Express will put some zip into 
the cartridge. 

Being the owner of a Ruger M77 in 280 
Remington this ammunition was the first 
to get tested. It shot well and accounted 
for the first deer | have ever taken with 
factory ammunition. Most of my hunting 
ammo is reloaded but | thought | would 
try this stuff since it shot under the 
M.O.A. mark from my hunting rifle. It did 
its intended job as well as anything 
could have and it is my opinion that the 
7mm Express Remington will continue to 
grow in popularity as more shooters 
read about it and give it a try. 

My sample lot of ammunition con- 
tained some of the new Medium Loading 
for the 44 Magnum. A 240 grain lead 
bullet is pushed along rather smartly yet 
recoil is not 44 in nature and the group- 
ing is what one would expect with less 
recoil. Rarely is the full blast and kick of 
the 44 appreciated in a target session. At 
25 yards this load is capable of tight 
clusters with many shots touching. | 
liked this loading so much that | shot 
away the entire box on the first session. 
My hand did not hurt and there was vir- 
tually no leading to clean out at home. 
Try this one for a fun 44 Magnum load. 

The world is on a high velocity-light 
bullet kick with the 22 long rifle 
cartridge. First it was the Stinger, then 
the Expediter and now the Remington 
Yellow Jacket. Featuring a lighter than 
usual bullet at a higher than usual 
velocity offers excellent killing power 
within the intended limits of the 22 Ir. In 
the small game-rodent category at dis- 
tances under 50 yards this round pro- 
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Cover Story 


duces stunning results. Beyond 50 yards 
the light bullet loses ground to the 
standard 22 Ir so fast that it had best be 
used only in extremely calm conditions, 
and then only by someone who is very 
good with the 22. It is my personal opi- 
nion that shots beyond 50 yards at any- 
thing living had best be reserved for 
something more adequate than any 22 
long rifle round on the market today. The 
yellow jacket, however, is a very accur- 
ate round for its intended job. 

While on 22 ammunition | will mention 
that their 22 Long Rifle Match shot well 
from my 40X rimfire target rifle at 50 feet 
and 50 yards. It produced several 
“possibilities” at 50 feet on the new A-36 
target with the tiny ten ring. This good 
round for the rimfire rifleman is perhaps 
receiving less credit than is due. In this 
day of constant domination by a name 
brand many good brands fall by the 
wayside. That is another story, however. 

We tried some of their 357 Magnum 
110 gr. Semi jacketed ammunition in aS 
& W Model 19 with 6 inch barrel and one 
of the new Marlin 1894C rifles cham-

bered for that round. In both the revolver 
and rifle this ammunition performed well 
with groups on a 50 foot indoor range 
approaching those of target wadcutters. 
Outdoors on a windy day it might be 
another story but the ammunition is 
capable of good accuracy. 

No Remington ammunition report 
would be complete without mention of 
their very good benchrest components. 
To date their 52 gr. benchrest bullet in 
.224 diameter remains my favorite in my 
22 PPC. Unfortunately the supply is 
dwindling and the future of production is 
unknown. The equipment just sits there 
as no one is able to make a decision and 
the shooters are clamoring for the pro- 
duct. Unfortunately the 52 gr. 22 caliber 
and the 68 gr. 6mm Remington match 
bullets may go the way of the Passenger 
Pigeon and 50 cent gasoline. 

Overall Remington remains a strong 
figure in the ammunition field and con- 
tinues to market new and interesting 
products for the shooters of America.

Most modern powder scales are 
damped via a non-magnetic conduc- 
tor moving through a magnetic field.

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Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene 


The National Benchrest Committee 
met during the Southern Varmint Titles 
in Adelaide and the major decisions 
were relative to records, Hall of Fame 
targets and other issues which | shall re- 
port on in two columns. 

Our National Sporter Class and 4 Gun 
Aggregate records have been declared 
WORLD RECORDS. This step was not 
taken lightly as both the class and ag- 
gregate are unique in the world. Both do 
the upmost to overcome shortcomings in 
other benchrest programs and are not 
an encroachment on current world 
records. There was no hesitation from 
the delegates in making this decision. 
During discussion on this matter some 
interesting points arose. It was felt that 
the Australian Sporter Class is a true 
class and not just a minimum calibre 
second Light Varmint class. The 
specifications are more in keeping with 
the spirit, intention and meaning of the 
word it represents. 

The point was also made that this 
class is the only one in the group shoot- 
ing arena that the majority of S.S.A.A. 
members can identify with and relate to; 
bearing in mind that we are not a 
benchrest organization. It is conceded 
that this discipline is the backbone of 
the organization and its ranges hinge, in 
the main, around benchrest. The bulk of 
the thousands of members are primarily 
hunters and utilize benchrest principles 
for sighting in, loads and general ac- 
curization of their arms. 

The second set of records declared 
WORLD is the 4 Gun Aggregate; also 
unique in the world. It is one the 
Australian group shooter believes 
embraces all centrefire group shooting 
classes with no exclusions. For one to 
set records in this area the shooter must 
exhibit prowess and consistency with 
everything from the 8 Ib. 13 oz. Sporter 
to the Experimental. Also a 4 Gun Ag- 
gregate ensures that all classes grow as 
we have found that any class not in-

cluded in the prestigious combination 
aggregate loses gloss and therefore 
entrants. 

Hunter Class was also discussed and 
30 calibre equalization will be used to 
score and records under this scoring 
method will be established at the 1980 
National Championships scheduled for 
Brisbane at Easter. 

Electric triggers were approved and 
the class specifications were amended 
accordingly. It was decided that records, 
and therefore registered tournaments, 
will now fall into two categories — 
daylight and those shot under artificial 
light conditions. Single range tourna- 
ments were also approved as a 
registered tournament course of fire. 

Following the meeting some onus now 
lies with the shooter in respect to sub- 
mitting targets for National and World 
Records. In the past the complete onus 
has been placed squarely on the 
shoulders of the host branch, organizers

and/or State benchrest delegates. Now it 
is the responsibility of the shooter to 
bring possible records to the attention of 
the host branch and State delegates. It is 
also up to the shooter to ensure that 
targets and moving backers are submit- 
ted to the National Scorer by the State 
Delegates. In the past shooters did not 
even have to familiarize themselves with 
records as all this was done for them. 

It is noted that in America some 
moves have been made toward black 
backing strips as an assistance to 
shooters in locating their shots in ad- 
verse conditions. This same problem has 
been encountered here also and was a 
subject of discussion at the National 
meeting. The resolution was that a black 
P.V.C. material is to be placed between 
target and moving backer in group 
shooting. The same is now mandatory 
behind the target in application (Score?) 
shooting.
